Claims 1-17 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 4/22/2008. 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, claims 18-34 in the reply filed on 
4/22/2008 is acknowledged. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 18-34 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

1. In claim 18, the claim refers to "previous claims" which h are now non-elected. This 
claim should be put in more proper independent form. 

2. There is no clear antecedent basis for the term "said scale" in section e of claim 18. 

3. There is no clear antecedent basis for the term "said delivery flow" in section 1 of claim 

18. 

4. There is no clear antecedent basis for the term "said overpressure areas" in claim 21 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 18-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The terms "comprised in the range from" in claim 1 8 renders the above claims 
indefinite because the term "comprised" allows for other, unnamed ranges beside that recited, so 
that the use of this term allows for any flow rate or reaction time, thereby rendering the scope of 
the claims unascertainable. Further, the term "comprised between" in claims 26, 29 and 30 also 
allow for the use of any desired range of values. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 18-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Feldbauer. 
Feldbauer as described in the instant specification at pages 4-6 for example, teach a scale 
removal process meeting all the claim limitations as instantly recited, since with respect to 
section i of claim 18 for example, the term "organized gas distribution" is a relative limitation 
which could be met by any type of gas distribution, including the turbulent flow described by 
Feldbauer, since this gas distribution is also said to be sufficient to remove reaction products, 
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while as stated above the instant use of the terms "comprised in the range of and "comprised 
between" allow for any range of values, not only the instantly recited value ranges.
